There are other 
Canadians who are being paid big 
salaries for the use of their expert 
services in manufacturing

and art. Machinery came to be a 
force in civilization . A great part of 
{the brains which used to go in for 
| writing and painting went to help 
| build up industry. {me people say 
that poetry on earth is dead. Other 
people say that more poetry is being 
written in the world to-day than there 
was yesterday. They class Mr. Mar- 
coni with Homer. 

There is a family in Canada who 
are making poetry, old style and new 
'style Their name is Duncan. One 
of the members of this family wo.ks 
with pen and ink. Any person who 
is at all interested in the Northland 
country knows something about Nor- 
man Duncan who wrote “Dr. Luke 
of the Labrador.” Norman Duncan 
is one of the blood-red fictionists on 
this continent to-day. His stories

Whitefish Are Dying. 

To arrest the rapid depletion of the 
Great Lakes of whitefish, the Marine 
and Fisheries Department require to 
place in the five great fresh water 
bodies 2,000,000,000 of fry annually. 
This would be the beginning of the 
work of restoring to its former abund- 
ance the supply of whitefish, The 
food value of such a fish supply can- 
not be estimated by Ontario. 

The yearly catch of whitefish 
Lake Superior, Georgian Bay and 
| around the Manitoulin Islands has 
| decreased approximately 5,000,000 

pounds annually from the year 1890 to 

1899, at a value of over $500,000, and 

not one whitefish fry from the hatch- 
| eries has even been planted in these 
waters. On the other hand most of 
the fry propagated at the hatchery at 
Sandwich has been liberated into 
Leke Er'2, and the result has beeu 
an iner od catch of 400 per cent 
during the same period. : 

There has Leen no decrease in the 
salmon trout supply in the lakes. 
This fish cannot be caught in gill 
nets, and when caught is only half 
he value of whitefish. : 
‘ While British Columbia and Mani- 
toba lakes receive some attention, the 
Great L: ystem seems to be starv- 
ed. Hatcheries are needed at the Boo, 
Southampton, Goderich, Collingwood, 
Owen Sound, Hamilton, Toronte,

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WIINERS MAY STRIKE 

SIX THOUSAND MINERS TO QUIT 
WORK ON APRIL I. 


Abrupt Ending of the Conference Be- 
tween the Representatives of the 
Operators and Operatives, is Con. 
sidered to Mean That a Strike is 
Inevitable—Coal Miners Refuse to 
Accept Offer of the Operators. 


Calgary.—Six thousand men, re- 
presenting 75 per cent. of the opera- 
tives in the mines of sixteen com- 
panies, in District 18 of the U. M. 
W. A., it is believed will quit work 
on April 1, following the abrupt end- 
ing of the conference between the re- 


presentatives of the operatives and 
operators. 

As the mine owners state definitely 
that they have no idea of approach- 
ing the operatives again, the strike 
seems assured beyond question of 
doubt. 

Even if no action is taken with re- 
spect to the Lemieux act, each side 
expressed confidence in its ability to 
beat the other. The labor people rely 
upon remaining out until the present 
stock of coal is exhausted, and then 
being able to force the hand of the 
operators, 

Each side claims that it has exer- 
zised a deal of forbearance during the 
past sixteen days of the endurance o! 
the conference, but the miners accuse 
the operators of very arbitrary con- 
duct, ne mie at the last. 

While the miners were willing that 
the question of the open and closed 
shop and check off system should re 
main in abeyance, or just as it was, 
and proceed to discuss the wage scale, 
the mine owners insisted on bringing 
matters to a head, 

This was the ultimatum which pro- 
vided for a general increase of 5.55 
per Gent. to all branches except the 
pillaring and timbering. 

The full offer of the operators was: 

“The general provisions of the 
Western Coal Operators’ association 
agreement, with the date of expira- 
tion fixed at March 31, 1913, and with 
the discrimination clause as at pres- 
ent, and made a matter of record in 
the same manner. 

“An increase of 5.55 per cent, on all 
days’ wages of the Western Coal Op- 
erators’ association scale and on con- 
tract prices, except on pillars and 
timbering.” 

The miners replied at length, criti- 
cising the brief resolution, which they 
said did not benefit them to any great 
extent, as far as increases go, and 
which left most of the matters to be 
arranged, just as they were, with lit- 
tle hope of redress.” 

The faults that the miners in their 
reply find with the agreement are 
these: The 5.55 per cent. increase will 
not bring their wages up to the aver- 
age of employees in Montana, Van- 
couver Island, Wyoming and Wash- 
ington, and a considerable per cent- 
age are engaged in pillar and timber 
work, The contract prices were orig- 
inally fixed when blasting coal was 
more common, and more coal 
could be shown at the end of the day 
than at present, when it is mostly 
pick work. The earning power has 
decreased anywhere from 12', to 20 
per cent., and, therefore, contract 
prices are a matter of adjustment. 

The suggested arrangement puts the 
arbitration of the many inequalities 
existent in the mines out of the scope 
of the conference. The miners want 
to see these adjusted by mutual agree- 
ment, and not by any third party. 
They want them to be entirely satis- 
factory to themselves. Under pres- 
ent conditions of piece work many of 
the men do not get a wage commens- 
urate with the expenses of the dis- 
trict. This is an increase of an in- 
equality to be determined, Many 
miners, whose minimum wage is sup-| 
posed to be $3 per day, are not able, 
owing to circumstances, to earn that 
much. Conditions should be altered 
in those circumstances to allow them) 
to get the minimum wage, 

They protest, too, that there should) 
be some alteration in the diserimina-| 
tion clause. While the union is quite) 
willing to guarantee — protection) 
against strikes on account of non- 
union men, they are not in a position 
to govern the individual acts of indi-| 
viduals, 


MARCH OF SETTLERS 


Something Better Than Four Hun- 
dred a Day and More Are On 
the Way. 

Winnipeg, Man.—Thirty-five thou- 
sand is the number by which the pep- 
ulation of Western Canada has been 
increased by immigration since Jan- 
uary 1, 1911, This indicates the tune 
to which settlers have been pouring 
into Western Canada from all quar-) 
ters of the globe, according to Mr. J. 
Bruce Walker, superintendent of im- 
migration, during the past few weeks, 
for it is only recently that the influx 
began to assume such large propor-| 

tions. 

March 21 constituted probably the 
biggest day this season, over a thou-| 
tand arriving in the city from the 
East and South and bound for West- 
ern Canada, 

But even this figure will be out- 
stripped during the next few weeks, 
when the thousands now embarking 
in England and on the continent ar-) 
rive here,

Lord Jesus and His wonderful re- 
demption the world has a right to 
conclude that they have nothing 
wonderful to tell. 


The result of the little maid's testi- 
mony was that the king of Syria sent 
Naaman to the king of Israe] with a 
letter and a lot of silver and gold and 
raiment, asking from the king health 
for his servant. There was a double 
mistake in sending to the king in- 
stead of the prophet and in supposing 
that money could purehase heaven's 
gifts. The maid had spoken of the 
prophet in Samaria, not the king, and 
a true prophet is a spokesman for 
God. But royalty can only deal with 
royalty and, as a rule, has no use for 
poor men even if they are prophets. 
Such pride must be laid low before 
God can help such people. 

The king of Israel thought that the 
king of Syria was seeking a quarrel 
with him in making such a request, 
and he rent his clothes. Elisha, hear- 
ing of it, said to the king, ‘Let him 
come now to me, and he shall know 
that there is a prophet in Israel.’’ So 
Naaman came in all his pomp and 
ride to the door of the house of 
Zlisha, thinking that the prophet 
would make a display of his power 
and in some striking way give him 
health. When the prophet did not 
deign even to come to the door, but 
sent a messenger, saying, “Go and 
wash in the Jordan seven times, and 
thy flesh shall come again to thee, 
and thou shalt be clean,” Naaman 
was so angry that he turned and 
went away in a rage. 

When we remember that even Abra- 
ham’s thoughts brought him trouble 
(Gen, xx, 11) and Mary's supposing 
gave her three days of sorrow (Luke 
li, 44-46) we do not wonder so much 
at the result of Naaman's thoughts. 
Simple faith in God and prompt obed- 
ience is the only safe way. Servants 
sometimes have more sense than their 
masters, and so it proved in this case 
for, as they reasoned with Naaman 
that he would gladly have done some 
great thing, then why not do this 
simple thing? He went and did as 
Elisha had said, and his flesh became 
as the flesh of a little child, and he 
was clean, 

There was no special value or effica- 
cy in the waters of Jordan, but it was 
to Naaman a lesson in humility and 
obedience and submission to the true 
God. In the matter of salvation for 
the sinner there is only one way, one 
name, one sacrifice, one precious 
blood, and he who disdains it cannot 
be saved. Naaman, being healed, re- 
turned to Elisha with a good confes- 
sion, “Behold, now I know that there 
is no God in all the earth but in 
Israel"’ (15), and he would fain have 
rewarded the prophet. How grand is 
the dignity of the soul that can turn 
down earth’s silver and gold and say 
to such as Naaman, “‘As the Lord liv- 
eth before whom I stand I will receive 
none.” Compare Gen, xiv, 22-23; 
Dan. v, 17, See also the rich young 
ruler whdé*was told by our Lord to 
give all that he had to the poor (Luke 
xviii, 22) and then follow Jesus, thus 
revealing to him his own heart, and 
that his possessions were his god, and 
that he was breaking the first com- 
mandment. I expect that Judas Is- 
cariot was troubled by our Lord's 
words to the rich ruler, and we are 
quite certain that Gehazi was troubled 
by Elisha’s rejection of Naaman’s 
wealth. Consider the result of his 
covetousness (verse 27) and remember 
the words of our Lord in Luke xii, 
15, “Take heed and beware of covet- 
ousness, for a man's life consisteth 
not in the abundance of the things 
which he possesseth,”

The Latest Census 


In connection with the application | 
for a second liquor license for 
Strathmore a census of the residents 
was taken on Tuesday by Mr. 
F. H. Tucker. This was done as 
required by law, and under the joint 
auspices of Mr. Harrison, the, 
applicant for the license, and the 
Strathmore branch of the Alberta! 
Mosal and Temperance Reform 
League. | 

The census showed that there 
are 530 people residing within the 
present village limits. These limits 
are very restricted. They do not 
include that part of Strathmore 
which les north of the track, 
neither do they include the Demon- 
stration farm and various other 
buildings near there. All these 
sections mentioned when the town 
is incorporated will fall within the 
town limits, and if they had been 
included in the census taken on 
Tuesday, would have brought the 
population to nearly 700. 

We made a prediction just lately 
that Strathmore would have a 
population of over 1,000 betore the 
end of igtt, and by the present 
census it would appear that it would 
have that population before that 
time, as the season has hardly 
Opened up yet; and when the new 
irrigation department under Mr.

This reasoning is surely true to 
the facts. Search all through the Old 
Testament and there is found no 
promise of eternal life set forth ex- 
cept by the Law given to the one lit- 
tle nation of Israel. That Law de- 
clared that he that doeth these things 
shall live by his obedience thereto 
(Romans x, 5), and the Apostle as- 
sures us that Jews died because none 
of them kept the Law—because no 
imperfect human being could possibly 
meet the requirements of God's per- 
fect Law. “By the deeds of the Law 
shall no flesh be justified in His 
sight” (Romans iii, 20). 

The Apostle, further explaining the 
matter, says, “Wherefore, then, 
serveth the Law?” He replies to his 
question, “It was added because of 
transgression until the promised Seed 
should come” (Galatians iii, 19). 

The Apostle’s words direct our 
theughts back to Eden, when God 
declar-d that the Seed of the woman 
would at some future time bruise the 
§ rpent’s head. But that Seed did 
net exist for over four thousand years 
after, and has not yet crushed the 
Surpent’s head—destroyed sin and 
the works of Satan. 

The Apostl.’s words again remind 
us of God's promise to Abraham, “In 
thy Seed shall all the families of the 
earth be blessed’’ (Genesis xxviii, 14) 
Abraham was not thus blessed, nor 
were any others thus blessed, how- 
ever faithful they were. All the 
blessing was to come through Abra 


ham’'s 8 ¢d and could not be di-- 
pensed before His coming. Hence 
the Apostle, referring to Abraham 


Isaac and Jacob and all the faithful 
of past time, declar-d, “All these died 
in faith, not having received th 
promise” (Hebrews xi, 13)—the bless. 
ing—reconciliation to God and etr 
nal lfe. 

And when Jesus came He did not 
attempt to bl-ss the world, but on 
the contrary, in His prayer, declar«d 
“T pray not for the world, but for

| The Residence Which Has Been a 
| Source of Worry te So Many Mon- 


archs Is to Be Occupied Again This 
| Reign After a Long Spell In the 
Hands of the Workmen Who Have 
Tried Hard to Make It Comfortable. 


men | George and Queen Mary re- 
turned to town for the opening of Par- 
liament, and took up their residence 
at Buckingham Palace, the interior 
of which has been in the hands of 
workmen for #0 long. To foreign 
| countries the Crown of England is a.- 
ways associated with St. James’ Pal- 
ace, says Modern Society, which, at 
any rate, has many historical asso- 
| ciations, rather taan the dingy and 
| ugly palace at the head of the Pro- 
cessional Road, and of which the 
Duke of Wellington once said that 
| “notwithstanding all the expense that 
bad been incurred in connection with 
it, there is no sovereign who is so 
ill lodged ag the king of this coun- 
try.’ And the words are nearly as 
| true to-day as they were when they 
were spoken eighty years ago. 

Buckingham Palace is relativ 
modern, and stands on the site of 
oses of mulberry trees planted vy 
ames I. in a vain endeavor to estab- 
lish the culture of silk. Under the 

| Restoration it was a place of popular 

| resort where Dryden, the poet, used 
“to go and eat mulberry tarts.” Pope, 
too, Was a frequent visitor,’ 

Adjoining the gardens was Goring 
House, owned by Lord George Goring, 
who was keeper of the gardens. On 
his death the house was purchased 
by Lord Arlington, who bui't @ larg- 
er mansion, and called it Arlington 
House. He afterwards purchased the 
gardens from the crown, giving there 
the first “tea” party ever held in this 
country, tea until that time being a 
beverage quite unknown, and it is re- 
ported that he gave “three guineas a 
pound” for it 

In 1703 Arlington House was demo- 
lished, and on the site the Duke of 
Buckingham and his wife, a natural 
daughter of James IL, erected a mau- 
sion, to which they gave the name of 
Buckingham House, and in their time 
it was often the seene of many en- 
counters between this lady and ber 
particular enemy and rival, Sarah 
Churehfl, first Duchess of Marlbor- 
ough, Eventually the house was pur- 
chased by King George IIL. and set- 
tled upon his consort as her special 
property, being then known as “the 
Queen's House.” 

The roya. owners took possession in 
1763, and it was there that all their 
children, with the exception of their 
eldest son, were born. The life of 
tne royal couple was homely and do- 


mestic in the extreme at Buckingham 
House, and Miss Burney’s Memoirs 
are eloquent on the subject of the 
spankings administered there to the 
royal children 

Buckingham House, however, saw 
very litte of the royal family after 
the nity of George ILL and when 


IV. came to 


Ge the throne the 
palace was is a very dilapidated con- 
dition. It was the new king's inten- 
tion to build a new palace, but owing 
to the difficulty of obtaining the 
money from Parliament for such eo 


urpose King George decide! to “en- 
arge and repair” the residence, and 
make it suitable for his sovereign rank, 
King George's “repairs,” however, 
were of a very elaborate description, 
and were to have been carried out un. 
der the direction of th famous archi- 


tet Nash 

But the king was so constantly 
ehanging the designs that by the 
time of his death, in 1890, the so- 
called “repairs” had swallowed u

red brick building was completely 
lost in the web of new buildings of 
stone, stuceo, and marble 

It was in this condition that Wil- 
liam IV. found the palace, and the 
place was the cause of no end of pro- 
fanity on the part of that monarch, 


who would have nothing whatever to 
do with it, and it was not until Queen 
Victoria came to the throne that it 
became » w royal residence 
The young qu absolutely refused 
to take up her residence at the gloomy, 
tragedy-haunted St. James’ Palace, so 
she decided to make George IV.'s un- 
finished palace her town resideuce, 
reserving St. James’ Palace for ali the 
ceremonial work of the court 

The palace was then a somewhat 
low building, with a front and two 
wings around three sides of a court- 
yar But in 1548 Queen Victoria 
added another storey, and built the 
east wing, and transformed the old 
conservatory into a private chapel 

In 1451 further alterations were 
made and the marble arch at the en- 
trance transferred to Hyde Park, 
where it remains, as every Londoner 
knows, to this day. During the Cri- 
mean War the queen added the traly 
joagnificent state ballroom, and the 
Prince Consort laid out the beautiful 
grounds in the rear of the palace
